Court vacancies 
Mitchell, director of the Washington 
bureau of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, said he 
was speaking for it and also for the 
Leadership Conference of Civil Rights 
He was accompanied by Joseph L 
Kaugh Jr., counsel for the leadership 
conference, and also appearing as a witness 


for Americans lor Democratic Action in 
opposition to Rehnquist s nomination 
Mitchell said they were not taking any 
position on Lewis F 
Powell Jr., a 
Richmond, Va , attorney who has been 
nominated for the second vacancy on the 
court 
With respect to Rehnquist, Mitchell said, 
“ there is a consistent pattern of opposition 
to the rights of hlack Americans in areas of 
public accommodations, freedom of ex 
pression, education and voting." 
“ These, taken singly or together,” he 
said, “ raise grave doubts about whether he 
could mete out to the black citizens of 
American equal justice under law ” 
Barring disclosure of new information, 
Powell and Rehnquist appear headed for 
confirmation 
Sen James 0 Eastland, ITMiss , the 
committee chairman, said he didn’t know 


how much of a fight would be made against 
them, but he told newsmen “ 1 think the 
Senate will speedily confirm both of 
them “ 
He said he plans to call a committee 
meeting later this week to act on the 
nominations, but noted that under its rules 
any member could delay a vote for seven 
jays 
Twenty-nine 
witnesses 
who 
have 
requested an opportunity to testify were 
notified to be on hand for today's session. 
Powell was questioned by the committee 
for about 4'/« hours Monday, less than half 
the time devoted to Rehnquist last week. 
Neither is expected to be recalled, but 
Eastland said he didn't know what charges 
outside witnesses might level against 
them 
Liberals and 
conservatives 
on the 
committee joined in plaudits for Powell, 


whose nomination to succeed the late 
Hugo I, 
Black marked Nixons third 
attempt to place a Southern conservative 
on the court 
The Senate rejected the nominations of 
Judge Clement F 
Haynsworth Jr. of 
Greenville, SC. and Judge G Harrold 
Carswell of Florida for a previous vacancy 
on the court 
As 
Powell 
finished 
his testimony, 
Eastland told him he had made “ a very 
fine witness ” And Sen John V Tunney, 
IMJalif ., said Powell had shown himself to 
be a man of “ brillanee, compassion and in­ 
tegrity " 
But some of the committee’s liberals, a? 
in the ease of Rehnquist's nomination, 
found themselves in what Sen Philip A 
Hart, D-Mich., called a sort of dilemma 
Hart said he believes the court under 
former Chief Justice Karl Warren “ was 


good medicine for the country 
While 
Powell had all the marks of excellence ’ 
Hart added, Nixon had indicated hr was 
selecting nominees who share his belief 
that the Warren court had moved in 
directions he would like to see reversfd 
Under these circumstances. Hart asked 
Powell, “ should I vote against you ’ 
Without answering directly, Powell said 
some decisions of the Warren court 
disturbed him, but he testified there were 
“ many others that 1 thought were long 
overdue ” 
Hart asked him if he would agree that 
“ many decisions of the Warren court were 
a constitutionally sound effort to remove 
some of the disabilities that attach to an 
American simply because he is poor or 
unpopular ” 
“ I would agree with that,” replied 
Powell

Cantrell Visits 
In Sedalia Area 


“ Keep Missouri’s money working for 
Missourians." 
This is the campaign slogan of State Rep 
E. J. 
“ Lucky" Cantrell, Democratic 
candidate for state treasurer, who brought 
his campaign to Sedalia Tuesday. He held a 
press conference at Holiday Inn and 
discussed his goals with local government 
officials and businessmen at a luncheon. 
Explaining his slogan, Cantrell said that 
the current “ short-sighted” policy of 
investing the bulk of Missouri funds with 
the U.S. treasurer must be abandoned. In 
its place he suggested a policy “ that will 
insure the strong investments of state 
funds at the lawful rates of interest in 
Missouri banks.” 
This idea of letting Missouri money 
circulate within the state, instead of letting 
it be deposited with the U.S. Treasury 
Department, will “ stimulate Missouri’s 
economy,” and “enable small businessmen 
and others to obtain loans " 
Cantrell pointed out that the selection of 
banks where the state money will be 
deposited 
will 
depend 
on 
several 
conditions. First, the banks “ will have to 
qualify under all conditions of the law,” he 
said Secondly, the banks “ should show a 
strong co-operative attitude” by their 
participation in loan financing, “ recognized 


community 
sponsored 
projects,” 
and 
“ meaningful lending policies designed to 
assist 
members 
of 
the 
business 
community.” 
He added that the eligible banks should 
also recognize "the need for meaningful 
student loan programs." 
Explaining the need for a more sub­ 
stantial student loan program, Cantrell 
said. “ There are many young guys who are 
working their way through school. They’re 
sincere in getting an education. The banks 
should help them with loans." 
Cantrell, 42, once a janitor in the Ford 
plant in St. Louis, is now chairman of the 
House 
Appropriations Committee, an 
office he has held for five years. He has 
been a member of that committee for 12 
of the 14 years he has served as a 
Missouri legislator. 
As chairman of the committee, he has 
made recommendations on state spending 
and has conducted inspections of state 
institutions. One of them is the State 
Training School for Boys in Boonville, 
which he described as a “ warehouse 
complex.” 
Cantrell said that he is “ very optimistic 
that the state is going to find a use” for

High Level Worry 
Over Pav Board 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The White 
House showed little concern today over 
organized labor's angry protests at the de­ 
cision of President Nixon’s Pay Board to 
impose on U.S. workers a 5.5-per-cent-a- 
year general ceiling on yearly wage in­ 
creases. 
“Organized labor is a part of this process 
ami we think they will remain a part of this 
process,” 
said 
White 
House 
press 
secretary Ronald L. Ziegler. 
He spoke as a major AFL-CIO union, the 
500,000-member 
Amalgamated 
Meat 
Cutters Union meeting in Miami Beach, 
urged a general stike if necessary to 
modify the Pay Board’s regulations 
The Pay Board rejected by a 10-5 vote 
Monday labor's demand for retroactive 
payment of negotiated pay boosts which 
were caught in the wage-price freeze, 
except in a handful of cases. 
“They have abrogated our contracts,” 
said President George Meany of the AFL- 
CIO. However, a federation spokesman 
said the AFL-CIO convention, starting in 
Miami Nov. 18, will decide whether the fed­ 
eration will cooperate. 
The board in fact bowed to labor's other 
key demand, approval in full of deferred 
pay increases scheduled under union 
contracts already in effect. But it ruled that 
these raises are subject to challenge and

per-cent general standard. 
Asked whether the five labor members 
of the 15man, labor-industry-public board 
would quit, Chairman George Boldt replied 
promptly: “ I am confident they will not.”

Lower Assessment Rate 


James Buckley, attorney for Cablevision Inc., 600 South 
Osage, revealed Tuesday he had been informed by the 
Missouri State Tax Commission in Jefferson City that the 
personal property tax assessment for Cablevision would be 
reduced from $102,000 to $70.000 
Buckley added the action of the tax commission, which 
had considered an appeal by the local firm Oct. 27. would be 
final. He said no reasons for the reduction accompanied the 
written announcement he received from the tax commission 
Tuesday. 
Cablevision filed the appeal after the Board of 
Equalization raised and rearranged the total city and county 
valuation for the business to $102,000 from $39.600 for the 
previous year. 
Under a clarification issued earlier by the tax commission, 
real and personal property inside the city limits would be 
assessed by both the city and county, adding that the ratio on 
the assessment within the citv limits would be divided so the 


county would get 65 per cent of the tax monies, with the city 
getting the remaining 35 per cent. 
Buckley earlier contended that the firm’s tax assessment 
should be $50,000, rather than the $102,000 figure, noting that 
assessments for cable television firms in Jefferson City and 
Marshall were considerably lower. 
In explaining his reasoning for opposing the higher 
assessment, Buckley said that many operations at the 
company were dependent on materials that depreciate 
quickly, adding that more than 100 miles of cable have to be 
maintained and repaired continually. 
The city’s share under the $102.000 figure would have been 
nearly $13,000. That figure should reduce to about $7,500 
under the new assessment, leaving the county approximately 
$62,500, rather than about $89,000 under the larger 
assessment set by the Board of Equalization

Rolling Again

In 1929 a Topeka reporter was 
fined $25 for refusing to tell the 
police his sources for a story on 
vice in the capital 
Shortly after the incident the 
late Sen. Arthur Capper, the 
publisher of various Kansas 
publications and owner of two 
radio stations, introduced the 
Newsmen's Privilege Act, and 
reintroduced it every year he 
remained in Congress. 
Sen James B Pearson has 
now taken up Capper’s act and 
reintroduced it to Congress 
The Pearson proposal is de­ 
scribed as a clarification of the 
Bill of Rights statement, “(’on 
¡gress shall make no law... 
abridging the freedom... of 
the press.” Recent court ac­ 
tions in which the rights state­ 
ment has been called unclear 
prompted Pearson to resubmit 
the bill, the senator said. 
Pearson said 
he 
has 
in­ 
troduced the Newsmen's Privi­ 
lege Act so that if the Supreme 
Court does not hand down a 
complete decision in the case of 
Caldwell vs. United States, the 
Congress can interpret the con­ 
stitutional guarantee of a free 
press. Earl Caldwell, a New 
York Times reporter, refused 
to testify about the Black Pan­ 


thers before a closed door ses 
sion of the grand jury He said 
the suspicion he might disclose 
information such as that gath­ 
ered on the Panthers would in­ 
terfere with his ability as a 
newsman 
Pearson traced the historical 
roots of a free press in the re­ 
public, citing the case of John 
Peter Zenger in the American 
colonies who refused to give the 
origin of news stories critical of 
the province governor of New 
York in 1973 
Pearson reminded congress­ 
men 
that 
James 
Madison 
wrote, "popular government 
without popular information or 
the means of acquiring it is but 
a prologue to a farce of tragedy 
or perhaps both " 
The Kansas senator brought 
the question up to date with 
reference to campus unrest. 
"Because the lines of commu­ 
nication between dissident ele­ 
ments of society must be kept 
open to preserve domestic tran­ 
quility, the Congress and the 
courts must be vigilant to in­ 
sure that vestiges of govern­ 
mental action which have a 
‘chilling effect' on freedom of 
the 
press 
are 
eradicated,” 
Pearson said. 
He said 
newsmen cannot 
meet the obligation to spread 
the news "without full oppor­ 
tunity to gather newsworthy in 
formation 
from 
confidential 
sources.”

In 
particular we've 
been 
bugging 
our 
kids to cut

io playing. I 
am sure that 
an improper 
relations h i p 
of decibels to 
Lamb 
volume 
can 
be most harmful to the human 
ear. Now, our boy wants to buy 
a pair of the muff-type ear­ 
phones for his personal listen­ 
ing. Is there no harm, or less 
harm, in using earphones in­ 
stead of loud-speakers? 
Dear Reader — Earphones 
would certainly cause less harm 
to everyone else except the 
person using them. You are 
absolutely right about possible 
harm from loud music. Noise 
deafness is common to people 
who must work around loud 
noises, such as around aircraft. 
Most places where this is an 
occupational hazard have the 
level of noise checked to be 
certain it is within the range of 
safety for hearing In addition, 
people 
working 
in 
such 
environments often wear ear 
muffs or "ear defenders " 
People 
who 
have 
been 
exposed to too much noise will 
show loss of hearing when 
tested 
with 
an 
audiogram. 
Interestingly enough, the noise 
deafness makes it impossible 
for a person to hear the finer 
aspects of music such as the 
high frequency tones I have 
always been amused with the* hi- 
fi bug who spends large sums of 
money for hi-fi equipment and 
has enough ear damage not to 


be able to hear any more tones 
than are normally transmitted 
by relatively cheap equipment. 
Anyone planning to spend a lot 
of money for hi-fi would bo well 
to have a hearing test first to 
see if they can even hear the 
highly touted additional sounds 
There is evidence that a 
number of people listening to 
loud music, usually rin k n’ roll, 
have developed noise deafness. 
The damage is irreversiable It 
is no different than damage 
from loud 
noises like that 
produced by gunfire 
The factor that determines 
whether the hearing will bo 
damaged or not is the level of 
intensity 
of 
the 
noise 
loudness 
received at the ear, 
regardless of whether it arrives 
through air in an open room or 
through an earphone. 
Many people interested in 
environment regard noise» as 
"noise pollution" The big cities 
are full of noise pollution and it 
is thought by many to have a 
bad influence on the psychic 
and 
emotional 
health. 
It 
appears to be one factor in 
fatigue and irritability It is just 
as important a problem in 
pollution 
as 
the 
more 
commonly discussed problems 
of 
auto 
exhaust. 
Most 
of 
nature’s creatures flee from 
locations of excess noise. Man 
alone seems to be trapped 
within his own noise sphere. 
To tell if the level of noise 
your 
son 
is 
producing 
is 
sufficient to damage his hearing 
would require testing of the 
output of noise from his set. If it 
is quite loud, it is a good bet 
that it could indeed cause some 
loss of hearing, particularly if 
used for a long time In any 
case, excessively loud noise is 
noise 
pollution 
and 
not 
conductive 
to good 
mental 
health.

Decorating the One Room Home

NEW YORK (AP) - If you 
live in one room you may be 
bound by its four walls, but you 
needn’t be bound by any deco­ 
rating rules, insists Ann Pardue 
Sonet, who with EHlen Peterson 
Morris has written “ The Sev­ 
enteen Guide to Decorating for 
One-Room Living." 
Careful planning, double-duty 
furnishings and an imaginative 
approach will turn the space 
into an environment that suits 
both your activities and your 
personality, says Mrs. Sonet, 
who is home furnishings editor 
of Seventeen Magazine. 
“ Whether it’s a bedroom, 
dorm room, apartment shared 
with a roommate or first home 
as a newlywed, the secret is to 
put a tremendous amount of 
thought into what you want the 
room to do for you,” she ex­ 
plains. “ If you’re sharing a 
room in the family home with a 
sister your needs will be differ­ 
ent than in a studio apartment, 
where you will he eating, as 
well as sleeping, entertaining, 
pursuing h(^hies and perhaps 
studying. 
“ Use your space—go up. out 
and under," she advises. "Up 
with shelving that goes all the 
way to the ceiling. You don’t 
need a dresser six feet wide. 
Get several that are tall and 
skinny. Put brightly painted 
pegboard on the walls and hang 
everything, including chairs, on 
it with hooks. If you’ve got a 
bed don’t waste the space un­ 
der it. There are all kinds of 
storage boxes that fit beneath 
it." 
But she doesn’t think you 
must necessarily have a bed as 
such. She suggests other sleep­ 
ing arrangements that range 
from sofabeds to a bed made 
from a flush door that hangs on 
chains from the ceiling. Or con­ 
sider placing a mattress and 
box springs right in the middle 
of the floor and for daytime 


cover it with shag or fake fur 
rugs. 
“ CTiairs can be anything If 
you dig sitting on the floor all 
you need is just big cushions. 
Maybe furniture isn’t for you.” 
she adds. “ Maybe you would 
like to put your money and ef­ 
fort in another direction and 
build a sleeping pit by raising 


the level of the floor around the 
outside with wood platforms 
and carpeting the entire area.” 


Versatility is the name of the 
game when it comes to utilizing 
space. Mrs. Sonet notes. Trunks 
store all kinds of things and 
make bedside tables or coffee 
tables as well.
